LESSONS OF THE 
LAST WAR 
EVEN THE GREEKS USED 
FIRE 


——_@—_—- 


HE German flame-throwing tank is not 
a very effective military weapon, in 


the opinion of Major H, G. L. Strange 
M.C., formerly of the Special (Gas an 
Flame) Brigade of the Royal Engineers. 


Writing on the subject. in the Toronto 
Saturday Night, he states that fire and flame 
as war weapons have been used ‘probably 
from the first time that men engaged in 
hattle. 

Most. people (he proceeds) have heard of 
the ‘‘Greek Fire,’’ for example, which was 
a method used by the Greeks over 2,000 
years ago to set fire to their opponents’ 
ships and forts. From ancient times, too, 
up until the fairly recent wars between the 
Red Indians and the white man, arrows and 
other projectiles with blazing shafts were 
commonly used to set fire to enemy fortifica- 
tions and buildings; and, of course, there 
was the Chinese stink pot, which was a com- 
bination of fire, stench and suffocating gas. 

“Early in the last Great War the Ger- 
mans used fire and flame in battle. All 
kinds of rumours spread about these Ger- 
man flame-throwers, or ‘lammenwerters as

LIMITED EFFECT 


“It was soon found, however, that the 
effect of the flame throwers was very limited, 
indeed. Several were captured by the 
British, and it was discovered that each Ger- 
man who operated one carried on his back a 
metal tank, which coa*ained about thirty 
pounds of a light oil. On top of this tan; 
was mounted a small metal bottle, which 
contained nitrogen gas, compressed up to six 
hundred pounds to the square inch. 

A rubber hose pine went from the knap- 
sack oil container and terminated in a metal 
nozzle, held by the soldier in front of him. 
When he wanted to fire he pulled an igniter, 
which created a small blaze under the nozzle. 
The gas pressure was then turned on to the 
tank of oil. Out the oil was thrown with 
great force ee, 7 the nozzle, catching fire 
as it emerged. he weapon threw a spray 
of burning oil about fifteen yards and the 
flame lasted for five or six seconds. 

“Our soldiers quickly learned to defend 
themselves against this flame by lying flat 
in a shallow trench or by sheltering behind 
a hummock, and so the demoralising effect 
of the weapon was quickly at an end. (Inci- 
dentally it is amazing how quickly soldiers. 
can devise an effective defence against any 
new or secret weapon). 


A BRITISH MACHINE 


“The British, however, had an idea about 
this smull German flame-thrower. Some of 
us, members of the Special Gas Brigade of 
the Royal Engineers, were instructed to 
design a very large flame-thrower, We 
succeeded in doing this satisfactorily. 

“The machine was about one hundred feet 
long and operated on the same principle as 
the German flame-thrower, but instead of 
throwing thirty pounds of burning oil fifteen 
yards, with a flame lasting a few seconds 
only, our giant machine threw an enormous 

ulp of burning oil, which weighed a ton or 
5.000 pounds, a distance of one hundred and 
thirty yards and burning an area of about 
fifty yards wide. The discharge lasted for 
over forty seconds. 

‘In appraising the work done by the flame- 
projectors, the British High Command came 
to the conclusion that, while the flame dis- 
charges had assisted our infantry, yet the 
casualties to our infantry carrying parties, 
who transported the many parts of the 
machines up the trenches to the tunnels, and 
to the Royal Engineers who erected and dis- 
charged the guns, made the whole effort not 
worth the effect gained on the enemy, and 
so the British abandoned fire and flame as 
a military weapon. 

‘The Germans themselves used their own 
flame-throwers but seldom after that time. 
The American Army did not use flame pro- 
jectors at all. 


MODERN TANKS 


“ From descriptions and photographs that 
I have seen of the new German and Italian 
flame-throwing tanks in action, it is quite 
apparent that the Germans have mounted in 
their tanks an apparatus somewhat similar to 
the small semi-portable flame-thrower that the 
British used in the last war and which I 
have just described. 

“Ths Germans fire the flame through a 
steel tube projecting from the front and 
sides of the tank. ‘The trouble is, however, 
that once a tank has used up all its oil, 
which is sufficient for a few shots only, the 
tank will have no more value as a flame- 
thrower until its oil tanks are refilled, and 
this refuelling will certainly be difficult to 
do in action. i 

“The British made experiments with 
throwing flame, and gas, too, from tanks 
during the Great War but it was decided 
that this was not a good weapon, and cer- 
tainly not worth the trouble involved. 
‘Krom the news received, it seems that 
the German flame-throwing tanks are now 
being used mainly for setting buildings on 
fire in the villages through which tank 
columns are passing. This, of course, may 
demoralise civilans and burn civilian pro- 
perty, but soldiers do not live in villages, and 
the final military effect on vur soldiers will 
be, I venture to say. very slight, if not 
absolutely negligible. 

“I think, therefore, that we can safely 
forecast that these flame-throwing tanks will 
soon be abandoned by the Germans and that 
their flame-throwers will be replaced with 
machine guns.”

Mr. F. P. Bishop, assistant-manager of 
The Times, broadcasting in London last 
night, said: “ Hitler would like, among other 
things, to destroy the free Press of Britain. 
It would be a great victory for his Air Force 
even if they could stop us publishing in Lon- 
don for a time. | 

“ We are determined that he shall not suc- 
ceed, and I think we can promise that he will 
not. I say that because after the experience 
of the last fortnight we know that the spirit 
of our people in the newspaper industry 18 
quitp unshaken and quite unshakeable. These 
tired, harassed, cheerful, undaunted members 
of a peaceful industry are equal to any trials 
the war may bring.” 

Giving a glimpse of war-time night life in a 
London newspaper office, he referred to the 
newspaper's own drivers, who went out in 
quiet spells to the railway stations—*‘ hoping 
they would.not have to dodge shrapnel.’’ 

Late as the paper might be, he said, it 
might be received before some of the people 
who made it had gone to bed. 

“ Newspapers are small just now, as well as 
late,” said Mr. Bishop, ‘‘ but what the reader 
gets for his penny or twopence is still some- 
thing that no German or Italian could buy at 
any price—an independent paper, free to give 
the real news to the best of its ability, and 
free to comment on the news to the best of 
its judgment.’’

NEW CORK INDUSTRY 
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EMPLOYMENT FOR 
EIGHTY HANDS

_Workmen at Sunbeam-Wolsey Factory, 
Cork, are preparing the site for the new 
building, to occupy a floor space of 20,000 
square feet, which will house the combing 
mill, planned for immediate erection. 

The capital of the company is being in- 
creased by a new issue of 50,000 Preference 
shares to finance the project. The building 
will be completed in about three months. 
The new mill will commence operations with 
about 70 male adults, and its wage bill will 
run to £10,000 a year. The project, will also 
be of considerable assistance to [fish wool 
producers, who at present find it difficult to 
find a market. More than half the wool dealt 
with will be Irish produced, and Australian 
wool will make up the remainder. 

The directors state that the mill will enable 
them to produce cheaper priced hosiery, 
“We hope to get the plant installed in the 
next three months, and we hope to have the 
combing mill in full swing in about five 
months from now,” said Mr. D. Dwyer, a 
director, yesterday. ‘‘ We will have 70 to 80 
men employed on the erection of the building. 
We now do all our own building by direct 
labour, and this practice will be followed in 
the present instance.’’ 

When the combing mill is in production 
the Sunbeam-Wolsey Factory at Cork will be 
one of the few in the country which actually 
produce from the raw material through all 
the intervening processes to the finished 


CORK STREET FEVER HOSPITAL AND 
HOUSE OF RECOVERY. 


The Dublin Fever Hospital Board held their 
monthly meeting in the boardroom of the hospital 
on Thursday, 19th September, 1940, at 9 o'clock,

The report for August of the Medical Superin- 
tendent (Dr. C. J McSweeney) showed that 178 
patients were admitted during the month of August, 
which. with 247 remaining in hospital at the end 
of July, gave a total of 425 patients under treat- 
ment. Of these 175 were discharged cured, 242 
remained in hospital and 8 died, the causes of 
death being as follow:—Whooping congh bDronelivo- 
pneumonia. 3; tuberculous meningitis, 2; acute 
polioencephalomyelitis, 1; cavernous sinus throm. 
bosis, 1; and B. proteus meningitis, 1. These 
cases, almost without exception, were admitted 
moribund. Other diseases under treatment «who 
recovered) included diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measles (and its complications), enteric fever. cere- 
brospinal fever, pneumo-coccal meningitis, epidemic 
enteritis, lobar pneumonia,  broncho-pneumonia, 
erysipelas, puerperal fever, rheumatic fever, mumps 
and rubella.

EXAMINATIONS TO BEGIN 


Tourism and the War 


It is not very long since I paid well- 
deserved tribute to the Huggard family 
and their splendid chain of hotels linking 
Waterville, Valentia Island, Caragh Lake 
(all in Co. Kerry), and Cong in Co. 
Galway. Ashford Castle, at Cong, was 
added to the chain last year, and this 
vear sees the addition of yet another link, 
the Lake Hotel at Killarney, with Miss 
Hilda in charge. This certainly is pro- 
gress, and Í mean national progress, for 
Huggard standards are high and satisfy- 


ing. 


I was not too disappointed, therefore, 
on dropping in unexpectedly at the Butler 
Arms in Waterville, to find the hotel full 
to overflowing and myself relegated to 
evernight lodging across the-way. Mrs. 
Huggard told me that Waterville has 
fared equally well throughout almost the 
entire season. That is good news from a 
centre that in the. past was largely 


patronised by visitors from over the sea. 


This year the great majority of the 
guests was Irish, many of them seeing for 
the first time their own Co. Kerry, of 


which the English Thackeray wrote: 


‘‘Were such scenery lying upon 
Engkish shores it would be a world’s 
wonder. If it were on the Mediter- 
ranean or the Baltic, English 


travellers would flock to it.”” 


The Future 


Since Thackeray’s day English and 
other. travellers have flocked to it. And 
this year the same barrier which stopped 
the inflow from abroad has prevented th» 
annual outflow from Ireland, with a pos- 
sible far-reaching result to the future of 
Irish tourism. The present war must end 
sometime. It is a reasonable hope that 
when the world outside our shores returns 
again to peaceful ways our War-Weary 
neighbours will turn again to the peaceful 
byways in which Ireland abounds. Our 
visitors will return, and I have little 
doubt that their number will be swollen 
by the many of ourselves who heretofore 
were lured abroad by the greenness of far- 


off hills. | 


In those years to come I should like 
to be the owner of a substantial chain of 
hotels linking Ireland’s beauty and sport 


resorts. 


Killarney Progress 


I think that Killarney would appear 
high in the lists if some Nobel or Carnegie 
“or Nuffield, or even an enterprising 
Government, were to award recognition of 


civic progress. 


The surpassing beauty and charm of her 
Jakes, mountains, rivers and countryside 


are already universally recognised, and 


they, being natural, naturally would not 
figure in the reckoning. But I saw many 
very creditable man-made _ innovations 


during a recent visit. There are a new 
district hospital and a new fever hospital, 


each a model of its kind. There is also a 
substantial and imposing extension to the 


mental hospital, not additional accom- 


modation for larger numbers so much as 
improved provision for the patients who 
formerly were overcrowded. There is a 


- new town hall, with concert or cinema 
accommodation, as well as municipal and 
other offices. There is, too, the new race 
track on which is run, according to local 
claim, ‘‘the Ascot of Ireland’’; the new 
stadium and football ground capable of 
holding ‘numbers that I thought only 
Croke Park could take; and the new golf 
links which surely must be among the 
finest inland courses in the world. 

Add to all these, the new national park, 
presented to the nation a few years ago by 
then Senator Vincent, and the new home. 
steads which are such a feature of our 
countryside generally, and it will be 
realised that Killarney folk are not content 
to sit in idle contemplation of the 
treasures with which nature has endowed 
them so liberally.

One of the most important and interest- 
ing problems that have been created by 
the defeat of France concerns the future 
of the French Colonial Empire. When 
Marshal Pétain decided to sue for’ an 
armistice, the authorities and inhabitants 
of France’s various colonies were taken 
completely by surprise. Before they had 
time to realise what was happening, they 
were informed that, so far as France was 
concerned, the war was at an end; and 
since that time they have been living in a 
condition of bewildering uncertainty. 
France has ceased to count as an armed 
Power. The inhabitants of the French 
colonies realise that their future status 
cannot be decided until the last shot shal] 
have been fired, and the last bomb dropped 
from the skics. In the meantime, the 
colonies are ‘‘carrying on’’ as normally 
as possible. The Italians have not yet 
invaded Tunisia, and throughout the 
African continent conditions in the several 
French possessions seem to be reasonably 
settled. A like situation exists in Syria, 
although fear of an Italian invasion is 
said to be growing. On the.whole, the 
resident French people in the Colonies 
appear to have reconciled themselves to the 
new conditions and to be prepared to ‘‘ wait 
and see,” as it were; the only serious 
difficulty is the attitude of some of the 
Colonial troops, who, not unnaturally, are 
anxious to be sent back to France to their 
wives and families. In the Far East, on 
the other hand, an exceedingly threaten- 
ing situation has developed in consequence 
of Japan’s attitude towards Indo-China. 
This French colony, which adjoins 
Southern China, flanking Burma and 
Siam. is of considerable importance from 
the strategical point of view; and it 
became obvious, immediately after the 
collapse of the French Republic, that the 
Japanese would not allow the opportunity 
to escape to strengthen their own position 
in that part of the world. French Indo- 
China, being isolated from France, is help- 
less. The European garrison is small, an: 
the Annamites themselves, while lacking 
nothing in courage, would be no match for 
properly trained troops with modern 
equipment, Admiral Decoux, the French 
Governor of Indo-China, is a fine adminis- 
trator and a man of strong character, who 
may be trusted to do everything possible 
to serve French interests in the colony ; 
but the Japanese are all-powerful, an:l 
apparently have made up their minds to 
stake out a claim in Indo-China. During 
recent weeks conversations have been. in 
progress between the French Governor and 
the Japanese representatives. The Tokyo 
Government is taking pains to pursue its 
plans decently and in order. For that 
reason there is no question of an actual 
invasion, far less of annexation. General 
Nishihara, head of the Japanese 
“- Inspectorate ” in Indo-China, is delight- 
fully reasonable. All that Japan desires, 
he declares is a ‘‘right of way’’ through 
the province for her troops, who, although 
they are not at war with China, have been 
forced to their everlasting regret to defend 
themselves against Chinese aggression. 
Japan has no intention to interfere in any 
way with French sovereignty. Perish the 
thought ! 

Admiral Decoux has been making a bold 
stand in defence of French rights; but he 
is virtually without ‘‘sanctions’’ to uphold 
his position, and the French Government 
at home is powerless to helphim. Monsieur 
Baudouin, Marshal Pétain’s Foreign 
Minister, has warned the French people 
to expect disappointments in the colonies, 
and it is fairly certain, in the present 
condition of international anarchy, that 
the Japanese will do precisely as they 
choose in Indo-China, with or without 
Admiral JDecoux’s formal approval. 
General Nishihara apparently has grown 
tired of his negotiations with the French 
Governor; for he has delivered a seventy- 
two hours’ ultimatum to Admiral Decoux, 
and is reported to be preparing to leave 
Hanoi, en route for Japan. All Japanese 
subjects in Indo-China have been ordered 


by Tokyo to return home, and parties of. 


them have been marching through the 
streets of Haiphong, singing patriotic 
songs. Full details of the ultimatum have 
not been published ; but the gist of General 
Nishihara’s demands are common property. 
Japan claims the right to send some 
twenty-five thousand troops through Indo- 
China into the Chinese province of 
Kwangsi. She also demands the right to 
establish naval and air bases in Annam; 
in short, the ultimatum is tantamount to 
a claim to establish a Japanese protectorate 
over the French colony. There can be 
small doubt that Admiral Decoux will be 
forced to accepf General Nishihara’s 
demands; he has no feasible alternative. 
There is nobody to help France in the Far 
East. The British have their hands full 
in Europe, and their own position vis-a-vis 
vhina is anything but secure. The United 
States are in the middle of a Presidential 
election campaign, and, although President 
Roosevelt's Government probably is keeping 
a weather eye on the Philippines, it has 
no desire at the moment to become 
embroiled in a quarrel with Japan. Of 
course, there always is Soviet Russia; but 
nobody can fathom the Bolshevist mind. 
There are rumours of sham battles by 
Russia’s fleet in the Pacific, and the 
Kremlin is known to take a lively interest 
in everything that is happening in China. 
The policy of all the ‘‘ Powers,’” however— 
with the notable exception of Japan— 
seems to be a policy of non-intervention 
in Chinese affairs. Possibly, the Germans 
may appeal to their partners in the 
anti-Komintern pact, to respect French 
sovereignty in Indo-China, on the ground 
that they have not decided upon the 
ultimate fate of the French colonies; but, - 
for all practical purposes, one may: assume 


that Indo-China henceforward will come 


under Japanese “influence.” Slowly, 


but surely, European—and rupert 
influence is being banished from the Far 


| East. The process became ‘inevitable on 


the day when the Japanese were. allowed 


[to invade Manchuria, and to start their 


campaign of annexation on the Chinese 
mainland. There is no limit to Nippon’s 


‘ambition. From the purely military 


standpoint, she is occupied fully in China 
at the moment; but the Japanese know 
how to wait. They will take the fullest 
advantage of Europe’s internecine struggles 
to consolidate their already strong position 
in the Far East. Their designs upon Indo- 
China are only a move in a far bigger 
game; and the result of that game will 
affect the United States just as much as 
it will affect every European Power— 
including Germany. — | 


School Attendance 


The School Attendance Act might 

be amended with profit, in the opinion of 
Mr. Little, the Senior District Justice for 
Dublin. Yesterday, in the Children’s 
Court, he made a long statement about 
school attendance generally, and concluded 
his remarks with a series of suggestions 
for the authorities. Mr. Little takes the 
children’s cases in Dublin. Instead of 
sitting in open court, he hears the evidence 
in his chambers, with the probation officers 
beside and around him. It is his view 
that the less formal atmosphere of his 
room is more suited to a childish mind 
than the severe appurtenances of a court. 
In deciding how young offenders should 
bo treated, he attaches great importance 
to their school attendance records, taken 
in conjunction with the reports of the 
probation officers. If the young offender 
comes from a home that is less than it 
might be, and if his attendance record 
shows that he is not subject to suitable 
parental control and discipline, Mr. Little 
usually sends him to an industrial school— 
not as a punishment, it should be marked. 
but because the character of the boy, or 
girl, is more likely to develop satisfactorily 
in such a school than in the home where 
little control over children exists. The 
Senior District Justice has studied very 
closely the operation of the various laws 
affecting the lives of juvenile offenders. 
His experience in the Children’s Court 
has provided him with an amount of 
practical knowledge of the subject that 
does not come the way of the majority of 
lawyers, politicians or civil servants. 
Consequently, when he makes a statement 
about a statute, such as the School Attend- 
ance Act. a statement which bears evidence 
of thought and careful preparation, his 
advice is worthy of study. 
- He would do away with the school 
attendance committees,: which have out- 
lived their purpose. They were put into 
the Act as a safeguard against proselytism, 
a subject about which-there are deep feel- 
ings by all religious sects in this country. 
In Dublin there are fie school attendance 
committees. Each of them meets ten times 
a year, and, according to Mr. Little, it 
is difficult to persuade either clerics or 
laymen to serve upon them. The school 
attendance officers could carry out their. 
work just as satisfactorily if there were 
no committees. Mr. Little would combine 
the duties of school attendance officers and 
probation officers. Moreover, he would 
give them and the members of the Civic 
Guard the power to question children cf 
6 to 14 years who were found in places 
othe: than elementary schools at hours 
when children should be at school. If a 
child’s answers were not satisfactory the 
officer or Guard would have the right to 
apprehend him and take him to his home, 
where further questions about the child’s 
absence from school might be addressed to 
the parent or guardian; and, if the cir- 
-cumstances seemed to justify it, the 
parent or guardian might be summoned to 
appear before’ the Children’s Court to 
account for the child’s non-attendance at 
school. Another change urged by Mr. 
Little is the abandonment of the practice 
of obtaining ‘headmasters’ reports on 
attendance, the school rolls instead to be 
open for the inspection of the school 
attendance officers at any time, including 
the vacation. 

These suggested reforms seem drastic, 
especially that which would give every 
policeman the right to question the 
children whom he found in the streets 
during school hours. The evidence that 
comes before the Senior District Justice 
shows, however, that drastic changes are 
necessary. He quoted a case yesterday of 
a child who had been absent 62 days out 
of a possible 62. Ten boys who were before 
him for stripping a school building of 
its slates and lead flashing had an 
average attendance in the year 1958-1959 
of less than 70 per cent. There is plenty 
of mischief available for the badly-trained 
boy after school hours, and the citizens 
have a right to ask that on five days of 
the week that boy shall be under some 
sort of restraint for at least a few hours. 
The competent and conscientious parent, 
who ensures that his or her children 
attend school, has no occasion to regard 
a tightening up of the School Attendance 
Act with anything but satisfaction. . The 
careless parent must be shown that he or 
she does not enjoy the privilege of 
endanger the future of his or her children 


by treating their education with disdain.

excellent. Almost any film in English, 
no matter how much inferior, must be 
regarded as a better—certainly safer— 
investment. On the other hand, even the 
smallest Continental cities have a steady 
demand for tie films of foreign studios. 
A French or German audience will 
go to see any foreign production as 
enthusiastically as they would go to see 
one in their own native tongue; and 
the same can be. said, to a lesser 
extent, of the large cities in England. 
London, of course, is hardly a fair 
comparison with Dublin ; but at least four 
cinemas in the centre of the English 
capital show nothing whatever except 
films from abroad—and the notices 
“Standing Room Only’’ seem to be as 
offensively frequent as anywhere else! 
The Irish capital could not support even 
one picture house of that kind; and if 
it were not for that admirable associa- 
tion, the Irish Film Society, we might 
continue forever with just one Hollywood 
“breath-taking spectacle’’ after another. 
There are, admittedly, one or two Dublin 
cinemas which occasionally—very rare 
occasions—put on something that did not 
come out of Hollywood or London, but 
they know that they are taking a heavy 
gamble. The Trish Film Society, we 
observe, is soon to open its fifth season ; 
and with the difficulty that faces every 
renter nowadays to maintain a supply of 
good films, the Society deserves genuine 
congratulation on having been able to 
procure so many outstanding productions 
for exhibit during the coming winter. 
Among them we notice several by Sacha 
Guitry; the world-famous Russian film, 
directed by Vladimir Petrov, of the life 
of Peter the Great, and other selected 
productions from German, French and 
Czech studios. We hope, and feel sure, 
that the Society’s initiative will receive 
its due reward. The Irish Film Society, 
for the unique entertainment which it 
provides, deserves the support of every 
intelligent and discerning patron of the 
cinema,

FOOD STOCKS IN 
ENGLAND

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
states:—There is no better proof of the 
inilitary futility of the German air raids on 
London, and of the failure of the vaunted 
blockade of these islands, than the complete 
failure either to impair our food supplies or 
to interrupt their distribution. The Minister 
of Food has stated that the whole of the 
food-stuffs destroyed during the air offensive 
could be made good if everyone in this 
country gave up one single meal; and his 
Under-Secretary, Mr. Boothby, declared in 
his broadcast that our food stores. are | ger 
than they’have cver been before. These 
results have not been achieved by sheer luck. 
In part, thes are due to the success of the 
defence services in securing the arrival of 
supplies, and in part also to the energy of 
farmers and farm workers in getting in an 
extremely good harvest. But the Ministry 
of Food itself deserves a large part of the 
credit for the fact - at there is probably less 
under-nourishment .to-day than there was 
before the war. 

For the protection of his purchases, the 
Minister has long been engaged in securing 
the dispersal of stocks, and that cxplains 
both the lack of serious damage by the 
enemy and the plentiful supply of food in 
the shops. The stuff is there, and it is there 
at reasonable prices. The _ cost-of-living 
index for food now stands at only 
66 points above the level of July, 1914. It has 
remained steady at about that figure for the 
past three months, and is likely to remain so 
in spite of increased cost of freight, insur- 


.ance and storage, and in spite of the long 


overdue rise in agricultural wages at home. 
This stability has been secured by a subsid 
to bread, meat and bacon, by the cheap milk 
scheme, by control of prices of certain im- 
portant foodstuffs, by rationing, and, above 
all, by good organisation. 
he most promising experiment is being 

carried out in communal feeding, which the 
Cockney, with his unquenchable wit, calls 
*‘ central eating.” The system, which has 
been applied to those rendered homeless by 
the enemy, will, and should be. extended on 
a large scale to factories, offices, and all 
places where people congreyate to work.

HERR VON RIBBENTROP, the 
German Foreign Minister, had

A German source in Rome said 
that Ribbentrop had concluded his 
conferences with Mussolini, and in- 
tended to return to Berlin to-morrow. 
- The Danube problem and relations with 
Spain are among the questions discussed 
during Ribbentrop’s talks in Rome, says 
a Rome despatch to the official German 
News Agency to-day. 

This despatch speaks of the ‘‘ extreme 
significance’’ of the Foreign Minister’s 
discussions with Mussolini and Ciano 
‘owing to the present culminating stage 
of the war.” 

The visit to Berlin of Sefior Suner, 
Spanish Minister of the Interior, is stated 
to be closely linked with Ribbentrop’s 
Rome visit.—(Press Association War 
Special. ) 


RETURN TO BERLIN 
DEFERRED 


MADRID, Friday. 

Because of the length of Ribbentrop’s 
stay in Rome, Sejior Serrano Suner has 
postponed his return to Berlin from the 
western front until Sunday. His talks 
with German leaders will be continued on 
Monday. 

Newspapers here foster the impression 
that Sefior Suner is telling Berlin what 
Nationalist Spain wants from the “ peace ” 
as a seward for winning the civil war 
which. it is held, was the first phase of the 
European struggle. 

To-day’s papers, for instance, carry such 
headlines as ‘‘Spanish sacrifices in the 
last three years will bear tangible fruit in 
Europe.” 

On the other hand, the Berlin Corre- 
spondent of the Alcazur reported last night 
that Sefior Suner might meet Ribbentrop 
again, ' only to sign the .spano-German 
trade agreement, which had been discussed 
for some time.” Whether this meant that 
little else had been discussed or not is 
uncertain. 

The conclusion of such an agreement 
would be a sequel to the extension of 
trading possibilities caused by the collapse 
of France.—(Press Association War 
Special. ) 


“ THE DECISIVE PHASE ” 


BERLIN, Friday. 

Commenting on the Ribbentrop visit, 
the Hamburger Fremdenblatt writes: 
“ Britain’s universal rule, based on the 
invisible encirclement of all Powers of the 
European continent. by ringing them 
round with the British Fleet, depends on 
Britain’s unchallenged military authority 
in home waters and in the Mediterranean. 
‘‘It-must be the aim of Germany and 
Italy to remove these fundamental claims 
of British power in both these spheres. 
This represents the decisive phase now 
entered upon by the events of the war. 

“TE may also be logically inferred that 
problems of a new Burdpeen order are 
closely related to the new order in the 
Mediterranean and also in Africa.”

As “Axis” dreams of control of Europe 
following the defeat of Britain were being 
discussed in Rome, Germans in Berlin said 
that the ‘‘ new order ” planned for Europe 
was to be extended to Africa. 

At the same time, various quarters in 
Berlin were issuing assurances to Egypt 
that her independence would be main- 
tained—provided she kept out of the 
African campaign. 

According to Rome’s version of the 
Ribbentrop-Mussolini discussions, the 
Fascist leader’s principal interest is in 
the future of Greece and Turkey—the last 
bastions of resistance to ‘‘Axis’’ domina- 
tion in South-Eastern Europe. Spain’s 
co-operation, with the return of Gibraltar 
‘* offered’’ as an inducement to Franco, 
was another subject which informed 
quarters believed to have been discussed 
between Ribbentrop and the Duce, who 
also considered the United States’ attitude 
towards the totalitarian States.

ATTACK IN STORM 


Much damage was caused in the earlier 
attacks, but repair gangs have since been 
working at high pressure to restore the 
aqueducts to use. 

Last night British bombers flew through 
a blinding rainstorm and cloud that 
blanketed both land and sea. Many of 
the aircraft were iced as they flew high 
to surmount the clouds. Luckily, how- 
ever, there came a sudden break in the 
clouds right over the target, and through 


this clear patch the pilots could easily see 
the aqueducts, and make their runs 
accurately. 


Sticks of high explosives were dropped 
across both the aqueducts. At least one 
burst was clearly seen on the structure. 


LATER RAIDS 


Nearly an hour later another shallow 
dive attack was made. Again a stick of 
high explosive bombs crashed across both 
aqueducts, and the observer saw clouds 
of dust drifting away after the explosion. 

Just before 3 a.m. another raider, who 
also emerged into the clear patch after 
flying among dense clouds nearly all the 
way from his base, made his attack. He 
could see both the aqueducts clearly as 
the bombs were unloaded.

Driving rain, which often turned to 
sleet, shrouded the Channel ports; never- 
theless another successful attack was made 
on Ostend, and new fires were started.

BURSTS AMONG BARGES 


Previously a pilot who attacked Flush- 
ing Harbour saw heavy explosions in the 
harbour works and outer harbour, and 
also across the Verbreed Canal.

A pilot who flew over Flushing at only 
1,500 feet, dropping high explosives and 
incendiaries, said: ‘‘I saw five bursts 
among barges in the southern end of the 
Verbreed Canal. They caused a series of 
minor explosions, followed by a violent 
explosion with green flames. The in- 
cendiaries started a series of fires among 
the barges extending over about a hun- 
dred yards.”’ 

The Dunkirk docks were also attacked 
from a low level, in spite of intense anti- 
aircraft fire. 


TARGETS IN GERMANY 


Other squadrons bombed the railway 
yards at Mannheim and Ehrang, the goods 
yards at Neckarau, four miles south of 
Mannheim, and the main railway lines at 
Coblenz. 

Attacks were also made on a bridge 
over the Rhine near Trier, the canal be- 
tween Veere and Middleburg in Holland, 
and the aerodromes at Munster-Hansdorf 
and Bergen-op-Zoom.

FLEET AIRMEN’S 
SWOOP 
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SURPRISE ATTACK ON

It was revealed to-day that while the 
R.A.F. was raiding the military aero- 
drome at Benghazi, Libya, this week, 
machines of the Fleet Air Arm took the 
Italians completely by surprise with an 
attack on Benghazi harbour. 

Ships were bombed and left blazing, 
and one, believed to be a destroyer, was 
seen to blow. un with a terrific explosion. 
All our aircraft returned safely. 

The attack took place shortly after mid- 
night. Two groups of ships, including 
destroyers, were the main targets. Lit 
by a full moon, they were lying on 
opposite side of the harbour. The ships 
were attacked in waves from a low 
altitude, and sticks of bcmbs fell across 
both groups. : 
One bomber, delaying its attack until 
the others had finished, saw fire spreading 
among one group of ships. This machine 
then attacked the other group, releasing 
a stick of bombs. One oí the ships at 
once blew up with such force that the’ 
aircraft, although at a considerable 
height, was almost overturned by the 
blast. It was believed to be a destroyer. 
Fire then broke out in the remaining 
ships, and soon afterwards the town of 
Benghazi could be seen lit by the glow 
of the flames. They seemed to envelop the 
entire harbour.

A NUMBER of raids by armed 

men were carried out simul- 
taneously in Belfast yesterday on 
two ww é and five post ofhces in the 
Falls road and Crumlin road areas. 
A total sum of over two thousand 
pounds was carried off. Shots were 
fired during the raids, and a police 
sergeant, a sub-postmistress and a 
man were wounded. 


POSTMISTRESS WOUNDED 


When five armed men entered the 
Edenderry Post Office, Crumlin road, and 
demanded money, our Belfast Correspon- 
dent telegraphs, the sub-postmistress, 
Miss Maria Davison, instead of complying 
with the request, pluckily raised the 


fired two shots, wounding Miss Davison in 
the arm, and, in the confusion which 
ensued, the men grabbed a sum of money 
and made off. 

The police sergeant, James P. Lynch, 
of Leopold street Barrack, who led a 
posse of police to a house in Chatham 
street. which it was believed some of the 
raiders had entered, was shot in the head. 
He returtied the fire and wounded his 
assailant in the body. 


MAN ARRESTED 


The man was then taken into custody. 
His name is Thomas Byrne, of 9 Herbert 
street, Belfast, aged twenty. He and the 
police sergeant and Miss Davison were 
conveyed to the Mater Hospital, where 


both the sergeant and Byrne were operated 
upon, and they are both in a serious 
condition. 

To-day’s raid was the second in four 
months en the Falls road branch of the 
Munster and Leinster Bank. To-day £3820 
was taken. On the previous occasion, 
Friday, June 28th, the cashier, Mr. 1. J. 
Murray, was shot. About £200 was taken 
from the post office near the bank. 


RAIDERS SURPRISED

SHOTS EXCHANGED WITH 
POLICE 


Police and gunmen exchanged shots at 
the branch of the National Bank. It is 
situated at thecorner of the Falls road and 
Balaclava street, and the raiders were 
surprised by two policemen. One of the 
men had a “ Tommy ” gun, and the walls 
of a nearby house bore traces of the 
fusillade. Two bullet holes were in the 
bank window. 

At North Queen street Post Office the 
raiders got away with £140, but at 
Glenard Post Office a woman’s scream and 
the brandishing of a carving knife proved 
too much for the raiders, who went away 
empty-handed. 

At the Grosvenor road Post Office about 
£400 was taken. Two women officials and 
some old age pensioners were the only 
persons in the places. 


POLICE STATEMENT; 


OVER £2,000 TAKEN

The following official statement was 
issued from the Inspector-General’s Office, 
Belfast, yesterday afternoon :— 

“At about 10.15 a.m. to-dsy the 
Nationa] Bank, Falls road; the Munster 
and Leinster Bank. the North Queen street 
post office, the Edenderry post office, the 
Alliance Avenue post office, Falls road 
post office, and the Gresvenor road post 
office were entered by armed men. 


“In the case of the Edenderry and - 


Alliance Avenue post offices nothing, was 
taken. From the two banks ana the 
remaining post offices money ard other 
securities were stolen to a total value of 
approximately £2,165. 

“In the case of the National Bank, 
shots were fired by the raiders inside the 
premises. Shots were also exchanged 
between the ‘raiders and the police. A 
party oi men engaged in the raids ca the 
post offices were pursued by the police 
towards Butler street. Somos of the 
men* entered’ a house and  endea- 
voured ‘to escape by the back. Shots 
were exchanged between the police and 
the men, with the result that a sergeant 
of the R.U.C. was wounded in the head 
and taken to hospital. One of the raiders 
was severely wounded while endeavouring 
to escape, and is now in hospital. . 

‘During the pursuit one of the raiders 
was seen to throw something over a wall. 
As the result of a subsequent search a 
Webley revolver was discovered by the 
police.”

MAN WITH SUB-MACHINE

There was a gun duel between police 
and a number of men who took part in 
the raid on the National Bank, Falls 
road branch. . Two policemen saw a 
number of men outside the bank, and 
when they approached the men warned 
the other raiders, who at this time were 
inside the premises. As they raced out 
there was an exchange of shots. Some 
of the men dashed along Balaclava street, 
while others made off down the Falls 
road. Many shots were fired, and a 
policeman owes his life to the presence 
of an air raid shelter at the entrance to 
Balaclava street. He took refuge behind 
it when the running men opened fire. 

According to a man who wa. working 
opposite the bank at the time, one of the 
raiders carried a sub-machine gun, and 
this seems to be borne out by the fact 
that an unoccupied house at the corner 
of Conway street was sprayed with bullets, 
one of which entered an upstairs window. 
When the men entered the bank they 
ordered the members of the staff to kneel 
down facing the back wall. Apparently 
an official must have made a move, for 
there was a bullet mark just below the 
notice ‘‘Accountant.’’ An _ aeroplane 
passed overhead as the police and raiders 
were exchanging shots, and many people 
in the vicinity hearing the shots thought 


the streets were being machine-gunned by 


a raiding ’plane and dashed for shelter. 
About twenty shots in all were fired.

EIGHTEEN MEN IN ONE 
RAID 


While the raid on this bank was pro- 
ceeding other armed men were carrying 
out a raid on the Falls road Post Office, 
less than twenty yards away. The Post 
Office; which is not a large one, was 
crowded at the time, chiefly with old 
age pensioners drawing their weekly 
allowance. It is believed that about 
eighteen men _ participated in this raid, 
either directly or as scouts outside. 

Mr. Charles Lough, the sub-postmaster, 
his wife, and another assistant, were 
present when the men entered. One of 
them said: ‘* Don’t scream ; we want your 
money.” 

All the people in the shop, Mr. Lough de/ 
clared, were panic-stricken. One of the men, 
who had a canvas bag, vaulted over the 
counter and took all on which he could get 
his hands, including postal orders, silver and 
coppers. 


- £200 TAKEN 


Mr. Lough reckons that about £200 in all 
was taken, though he could not give a de- 
finite figure until the cash was checked. He 


sali the men remained about five minutes, 
und before they left they said, “We are 
going; keep quiet.’’ 

Mr. Lough said he stood behind the 


counter but they. did not molest him, though 
one of them stuck a revolver in Mrs. Lough’s 
face. 


GROSVENOR ROAD OFFICE 


About £400 was believed to have been 
taken by three armed men from the post 
office, Grosvenor road. They held up the 
postmistress, her assistant and a number of 
old age pensioners who were in the office at 


the time. - One of the raiders’ tore 
away the telephone from the kiosk, and 
ordered all in the: ofhce to 
keep their hands above their heads. 
One of the raiders stood guard at the door, 
a second covered those in the Post Office, 
and the third hopped over the counter and 
swept into a large bag all the pension money 


that was lying on the desk, as well as postal 
orders and stamps. 3 

Mus. Kk. S. Marshall, the postmistress, and 
her ‘assistant, Miss M. Berry, who were 
behind the counter at the time, were told 
not to move, one of the raiders stating: 
‘We are holding up the office.”” Mrs. 
Marshall and Miss Berry were also covered 
with revolvers, and ordered not to speak. 
The raid lasted only a few minutes, the 
raiders losing little time in collecting the 
money that was lying about. On leaving 
they warned those in the office not to raise 
anv alarm for-ten minutes or a bomb would 
be thrown through the window. 


NORTH QUEEN STREET 


OFFICE 


The raiders of the North Queen Street Post 
Office succeeded in getting away with about 
£140. The husband of the postmistress, Mr. 
Daniel Green, was attending to half a dozen 
old age pensioners when he heard a command, 
‘‘Don’t move,” and on looking up he saw 
that « voung man in a raincoat had him 
covered with a revolver. He was ordered 
into the kitchen behind the shop, and another 
raider headed the waiting old age pensioners 
also into the kitchen, and a raider stood in 
the doorway from the shop covering them 
with a revolver. 

Mrs. Green, the sub-postmistress, succeeded 
in getting out the back and through an 
adjoining house, and attempted to raise the 
alarm. She shouted to the driver of a 
passing lorry to bring a policeman. Another 
one of the raiders,. however, who was 
apparently on guard, rushed over and pointed 
ce revolver at her and ordered her into the 
post office. Mrs. Green was then placed 
with the other prisoners in the kitchen, where 
they remained until the raiders departed.

FRIGHTENED BY WOMAN'S 
SCREAMS 


When the Glenard Sub-Post Office at 
‘Alliance avenue was visited by raiders the 
postmistress, Miss Nellie Cunningham, 
screamed, and her sister brandished a carving- 
knife’ The raiders evidently thought this 
too much, for they decamped and made off 
down Etna Drive without securing any 
money, 

Mis; Cunningham said that four young men 
with revolvers in their hands entered the 
post office. ‘‘They pointed the revolver at 
me, and said, *‘We want the money,” re- 
marked Miss Cunningham. One of tue men 
told a colleague to “get that money,” and 
he jumped over the counter and was followed 
by another man. It was at this stage that 
Miss Cunningham opened the door leadin 
to the back portion of the premises an 
screamed for her sisters: She laughed as 
she told how one of her sisters, Miss Mary 
Cunningham, came out waving a big knife 
at the men. Apparently they did not favour 
cold steel, for they leapt for the door and 
ran away. 

A number of the old-age pensioners who 
were in the post offices at the time of the 
raids were considerably upset by their experi- 
ences, and some of them have since been 
suffering from nervous shock. 

A large force ot police scoured the district, 
searching for the raiders, and it is understood 
some arrests will be made. The City Com- 
missioner and other police officers visited the 
area.

later than usual—stiff and tired from 
the long journey in the train. We had 
had little food, and when I got to Euston 
my first thought was to order a really good 
meal from the station restaurant. While the 
waiter was still on his way to give my order 
the wailing sirens went, and we were asked 
to leave. Crowding down below into the 
tube station, we waited for what seemed an 
interminable time before we were allowed out 
into pitch-black streets. My previous know- 
ledge of the district helped me to find my 
way to a hotel. I do not think that the 
management viewed my arrival—an Irish- 
man, out of nowhere and in the middle of an 
air-raid—with great equanimity. But they 
booked me in and asked me to go to the 
basement. é 
In the basement, segregated as to sexes, 
were the hotel visitors—the men in the 
billiard room and the women in a writing 
room. I thought—being new to air-raids— 
that it would be better to risk sleep in a 
bedroom, and, having announced this prefer- 
ence, was told that I would do so at my own 
risk. A porter with a tiny flashlight showed 
me to a room, which had on the outside an 
emergency fire-escape. From the platform 
thereof watched throughout most of the 
night one of the grandest displays of pyrotech- 
nics that it could be possible to imagine. Be- 
tween four and five thousand searchlights {it 
the sky, and as the anti-aircraft barrage lifted 
itself over London thousands of tracer 
bullets—one in every five of the bullets fired 
is a tracer—sent ribbons of light into the sky. 
I thought that if one could see fireworks like 
this in peace-time it would be worth a hun- 
dred pounds for a front-line seat. 


EVERYTHING NORMAL 


Presently the noise of the guns all around 
died down, the searchlights faded one by one, 
and almost reluctantly I went to bed. I woke 
late, and went to see what damage 
had been done. I found everything normal— 
people at their work, trains and ’buses run- 
ning to schedule, everyone with a smiling 
face. It so happened that I had an appoint- 
ment south of the river, and, having gone 
there and finished business, some Irish friends 
and I adjourned to a world-famous hostelry 
which overlooks the “Circus,” known as the 
‘‘Elephant and Castle.” I recalled as I was 
there that, through that strange bastardy of 
languages which the Cockneys have made 
their own, this hosteiry had once been known 
as the “Infanta de Castile’; but, while I 
was thinking thus, the sirens suddenly wailed 
their warning. Again, we were asked to 
leave, and we went out into the etreet. We 
did not know it then, but a great stretch of 
dockland far to the east of us was already 
afire (owing to the fact that it was daylight 
we could not see the flames, which would 
have told of such happenings by night). All 
around us the air-raid sirens wailed; people 
appeared from houses and shops, some 
leisurely, some in extreme haste, but all 
making for a huge sign which was marked 
with a huge ‘‘S’” transfixed by an arrow. 


IN THE SHELTER 


I made my way there, too. 

Beside the kerb was an organ-graader turn- 
ing out a monotonous tune. A _ running 
woman yelled, almost screamed,, at him: 
‘‘Haven’t you heard the sirens?’’ 

“— the sirens,”’ he replied, continuing to 
play his tuneless tin music. 

An air-raid warden pushed rather than 
showed me the entrance to the shelter. It 
was a grand shelter, deep down, but already 
it was full of people of all classes and kinds, 
and, as I went in, I found myself pushed 
behind by many others who had followed me. 

It was hot in that shelter; for the air 
openings were few and very small, and soon 
I felt that I wanted to get out. It took me 
nearly half an hour, apologising and pushing, 
to get my way to the air; but,’ everybody 
was good-humoured and happy, and one of 
them even asked me to bring them back a 
pint of “old and mild.” 


THE POLICEMAN’S SMOKE 


As I emerged into the cool air a warden 
again warned me that I left the shelter at 
my own risk, but I had a mind to get back 
to that hotel near Euston, and so while all 
around me was the sound of firing guns and 
the humming of aeroplanes I made my way 
(as the military text books used to say) “in 
a scries of short rushes.” Crossing West- 
minster Bridge, the only person to be seen 
was a policeman, nonchantly and _ surrep- 
titiously smoking a well-earned pipe. He 
hailed me with an inaudible greeting and, 
I think, looked at me slightly suspiciously as 
I turned towards Cannon row and Scotland 
Yard. In Whitehall 1 walked (because it 
seemed the Ea to do, with all those sombre, 
grey-faced buildings staring down at me), 
but when I got to Trafalgar square I started 
to lope again, for there in front of me, 
marvellous to behold, was a taxi. The taxi, 
however, had no driver, and, though I 
climbed into the driving seat and tried to 
start it, I could not make it go. In the 
Strand I remembered a well-known calling 
house and, turning to my right, went down 
Villiers street. Howagth the famous Adelphi 
arches hundreds of people were taking shelter. 


VARIED NOISES 


I found my port of call and, while the 
guns boomed and the ’planes zoomed, I had, 
believe it or not, a glass of the best John 
Jameson in company with the rest of the 
wey me Someone advised me not to try to 
get back to Euston, and, remembering friends 
in the residential quarter of the West End, I 
set out to walk there. I found that the 
trouble about a journey of this kind was that 
one was continually reminded that what goes 
up must also come down. Time after time I 
heard the spatter of pieces of falling shell 
ahead and behind me, and nearly all the time 
there was the funny tinkle-tinkle of cart- 
ridge cases that had been fired many thousand 
feet above me falling out of the sky to 
bounce in the lonely streets.

Some- 
times this concussion caused all the glass in 
the windows of a street to fall out with a 
crash, and, believe me, when hundreds of 
windows fall out like that it makes a big 
noise ! 

Somehow or another, I made my way 
through Kensington to Hammersmith, and, 
although as I went westward the streets 
became occasionally dotted with people, or 
with vehicles, a new raid emptied the 
aa AM again as I came near Hammer- 
smith Broadway. As I crossed Hammersmith 
Bridge I saw an air-raid warden lying dead 
at the entrance to that structure of green 
steel. I am not ashamed to say that, since 
he was dead and the sky was ppt aig beers 
of pieces of steel, I took his steel helmet 
for protection and went on.

Admiral Decoux 
was previously reported to have agreed to 
the passage of a limited number of troops. 

All Japanese subjects in Indo-China 
have been ordered to return home. Sing- 
ing the Japanese National Anthem, 
several hundred marched through the 
streets of Hanoi, the French capital, to 
board.a train for Haiphong, their port 
of embarkation. They were headed by the 
Japanese Consul-General, Mr. Suxuki. 


THE TIME LIMIT 


General Nishihara, head of the Japanese 
*“Inspectorate’’ in Indo-China, said 
to-day that Japan had demanded from 
the French ‘‘ certain facilities for opera- 
tions against the Chinese Armies,’’ none 
of which affected French sovereignty or 
territorial integrity. 

The Japanese Government, he added, 
had become ‘“‘ convinced that the situation 
demanded that a time-limit should be 
fixed for a final settlement of Japan’s 
military requirements in Indo-China.”’ 

Chinese political circles in Chungking 
suggest that Admiral Decoux has been 
resisting pressure from the Pétain Govern- 
ment as well as from the Japanese, who 
have been in touch with Vichy through- 
out the negotiations. | 


CHINESE ON THE BORDER

The effectiveness of the 
hydrophone was demonstrated to me in a 
dramatic manner when a few hours after 
sailing from Alexandria it suddenly indicated

Over the estimated position’ of the sub- 
marine a depth charge was released. Another 
destroyer joined inthe search.

e were some distance from our quarry 
when we first saw her. Fortunately, she 
was silhouetted against the setting sun. 
We brought the tubes to the ready, and 
as soon as we could fired our torpedoes. 
A moment or two later we heard a great 
explosion, and the Commanding Officer 
looking through the periscope saw a 
gigantic column of smoke coming from the 
transport. The smoke must have gone up 
some two thousand feet. After about ten 
minutes the transport burst into flames 
and became a blazing mass from stem to 
stern. 

“ When we came to the surface again 
the transport had gone. There was 
nothing left but the two destroyers pick- 
ing up the survivors. As we came to the 
surface it was not realised that the search- 
lights were on and we came right into 
their beams. The destroyers were about 
three miles away, and luckily they did 
not see us.” 

The officer added: ‘‘ It was an extremely 
lucky shot at that range.’’ 

He said that the transport was making 
north for a Norwegian port, and Danish 
reports stated that she had between 3,000 
and 4,000 troops on board. 

Reports trom 
month stated that most of the 4,000 troop« 
in a German transport were drowned when 
the vessel exploded and sank after being 
torpedoed by a British submarine in the 
Kattegat on September 2.
